55 has been deleted from the list of claims objected to in the Final Office Action of 4/23/2007. 
Second, the amendment to claim 21 overcomes the non-cpmliant requirement under 37 CFR 1.173d. 

Third, applicants' arguments regarding the 35 USC 103(a) rejection over Johnsonl (item A) is not found to be persuasive because the 
phrase "friction enhancing agents" could not be located in the claims and cannot be read therinto for the purpose of avoiding the applied 
prior art. It is also noted by the examiner that some of the claims recite the presence of anti-blocking agent in an amount for affecting the 
coefficient of friction.
